- Will be included in Statewide Transition Plan (STP) for public
notice
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HCBS Compliance — 2022 and Beyond

* As a reminder, CMS is clear:

- ALL HCB settings must be in compliance by 2022

- There is NO remediation for any non-compliant setting
after that date

- If a setting is non-compliant, the state cannot claim
federal financial participation (FFP) for any services
provided in that setting
